Any loyalty to Clarence ’3 memory on the scale of Intrinsic values 
falls far short of a clear duty to assist in investigating the 
background of '’pre-^jatergate” dirty tricks planning. Don’t be 
guilty, at least morally^ of a co^erup which can be construed 
to be no less important than the charges against Kitchell, 

Raid exman and Eriichman. 


Also, T'tfouldn’t you feel more comfortable talking to me than to 
an impersonal federal investigator who likely would not believe 
that Clarence was not all bad?
